They  are  a  certain  and  immediate  remedy  for 
the  Teneia  or  Worms,  and  all  sudden  attacks  of  Bilious  and  Colic 
complaints.  The  dose  for  children  under  eight  years,  is  from  four 
to  eight  pills  every  evening;  for  adults,  double  the  quantity.  In 
obstinate  cases,  increase  the  dose.  These  Pills  do  not  interfere 
with  the  ordinary  occupations  of  the  patient.

(HT  Let  an  additional  Pill  be  taken  every  night  only  till  they  pro- 
duce a  slight  nausea,  or  degree  of  sickness,  and  cause  a  plentiful 
expectoration,  which  to  a  certainty  they  will  do  in  a  very  short 
time,  when  the  patient  may  decrease,  as  occasion  may  require.  It 
is  sometimes  necessary,  in  costive  habits,  to  accompany  these  with 
No.  1.

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Dropsical  Complaints,  with  Swelling  of  Otc  Limbs.  When  the 
patient  is  young  and  vigorous,  there  is  very  little  trouble  in  per- 
forming a  cure  ;  but  in  old  age,  and  when  it  has  been  long  seated, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  remove,  and  sometimes  impossible;  but.  gener- 
ally I  have  been  very  successful.
